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BRUSH-CUTTING CAMPS 

The Provincial Government is to open 
brush-cutting camps again this winter, 
where employment will be given to single 
men who apply for relief, Evidently this 
plan proved satisfactory last year from 
the standpoint of the Government, and it 
enabled the municipalities to give what 
work they were able to offer to residents 
having families to support. As there are 
enough married unemployed men to take 
up all the employment the municipalities 
will provide, the camps will be equally 
helpful during the coming season. 

Credit has to be given the Government 
of Alberta for doing more last winter than 
any other provincial government seemed 
to be doing to relieve the pressure that 
was thrown upon municipalities by the 
development of unemployment conditions. 
With similar action taken by the Govern- 
ment this winter, and with both federal 
and provincial assistance given to the 
municipalities for carrying on relief work, 
Alberta is in better position to deal with 
the unemployment problem than it was a 
year ago, and the prospect is that it will 
be dealt with effectively, 

THE BEST IN CANADA 


As they have done in former years, Al- 
berta exhibits have been carrying off 
coveted honors at the Royal Winter Fair 
at Toronto, Animals from this province 
won the Dominion championships in both 
the swine and cattle club contests ar- 
ranged by the Canadian Nationa! Rail- 
ways, against competitors from all the 
other provinces, 

There jis nothing the matter with Al- 
berta livestock except that there is not 
enough of it. And not much the matter 
with farming in Alberta except the same 
fact, 

Victories such as these show that the 
farm boys of the province, who will be 
the farmers of tomorrow, have both the 
skill and the will to maintain the high re- 
putation that Alberta stock has gained 
for itself in previous years at Toronto, 
Guelph and Chicago. 

Wing at Toronto and Guelph have in 
past years been forerunners of still more 
notable triumphs at the Chicago Interna- 
tional, Congratulations are due to the 
owners of the prize stock on the success 
they have won, and on the promise which 
this carries that their entries will give a 
good account of themselves when they 
enter the show ring at Chicago to com- 
pee against the best stock on the contin- 
ent. 


THE “CRIME WAVE” IS GENERAL 

If any person has supposed that Ed- 
monton had the unenviable distinction of 
being the one western city which is at 
this time afflicted with abnormal crime 
conditicns, he has been overlooking the 
facts presented in the daily news des- 
patches from other western centres. These 
show that practically all the large centres 
in the west have a similar development to 
deal with, and that in most of them ex- 
cept'onal measures have been taken to 
meet the situation. 

Winnipeg has suffered an epidemic of 
hold-ups, as a result of which the police 
have started a campaign to clean up the 
town. Moose Jaw reports the arrest 
there of three men who were found in 
possession of a vast accumulation of 
clothing and other articles stolen from 
local stores. At Saskatoon a policeman, 
aided by a number of citizens, arrested 
two armed men who had shot down a 
constable. F'rom other centres have been 
com'ng reports which prove that the 
“crime wave” is a general, not a local, oc- 
currence, end that it is enzaging the at- 
tention of the authorities in all the larger 
and many also of the smaller com- 
munities, 

That of course does not mean that the 
outbrea's here is to be taken as inevitable, 
and that nothiny can be done or needs to 
be done to check it. Exactly the con- 
trary. The city which does not just now 
take except'onal steps to prevent crime 
and to bring criminals to justice is very 
likely to find itself used as a place of re- 
fuge by bandits and burglars who are 
chased out of other centres. These 
gentry would just as soon do business in 
Edmonton as elsewhere, and will come 
here to do it if they are allowed to get the 
impression that this is a good place to ply 
their callings.

THE WESTERN VIEWPOINT 


Hon E. B. Ryckman, back at the capi- 
ta! after a trip across the prairie prov- 
inces, thinks higher tariffs are acceptable 
to the west. They are—provided they will 
keep the wheels of industry sat 
without hoisting the prices of protecte 
rroducts to unreasonuble levels. More 
han that, most western people are os a 
ful that the added measure of protection 
that has been given to Canadian manu- 
facturers, and the still larger measure 
that it is proposed to give them, will pro- 
duce the one result without bringing about 
the other. 

Western people are not doctrinaires. 
They are essentially, necessarily and in- 
curably practical. The majority of them 
are inclined to be skeptical of the propo- 
sition that the Government can keep 
down prices while raising the tariff, but 
they are ready to be shown. Many west- 
ern constituencies voted to give the ex- 
periment a fair trial. It is to be assumed 
the voters are not merely willing, but de- 
sirous, that the Ministers proceed with 
their program; and it can be said with 
certainty that nowhere more than in the 
west is it hoped that the outcome will be 
in keeping with the promises, 

Western agriculture has little to look 
for in the way of direct benefits from a 
protective policy. Raising the tariff can- 
not raise the price of wheat and other 
commodities upon which western agricul- 
ture and western business depend for suc- 
cess. Some ass'stance may be given to 
specialized branches of farming, such as 
fruit growing in the valleys of southern 
British Columbia, but if inereased pro- 


| tection in such cases is made the blind for 


price-boosting, prairie farmers and the 
farming business will suffer, not gain. 

It is in its influence upon industry, 
particularly manufacturing industry, that 
the new policy of higher protection will 
have to justify itself to the people of the 
west. If new stimulus can be thus given 
to manufacturing, in both western and 
eastern centres, western farmers and 
western people generally will share in the 
benefits. It was undoubtedly in hope 
that this could be done that western con- 
stituencies returned supporters of the pro- 
tectionist policy, not under any delusion 
that western farmers can be made pros- 
perous by shutting out commodities which 
they produce in enormous export quan- 
tities,

Saturday: Breakfast—Oatmeal with but- 
ter or cream. Lunch -Okra and cauliflower 
au gratin. Salad of shredded raw spinach. 
Dinner—Tomato bouillon. Roast pork, mash- 
ed turnips, string beans. Combination salad 
of tomatoes, cabbage and celery, Apricot whip. 

"Broiled Fish: Select a fish of firm flesh 
which does not dent upon pressure, and of a 
wholesome odor, Split, clean in cold water, 
and dry thoroughly, Have the oven very hot, 
about 400 degrees, and place the fish on the 
broiler rack, skin side down. Lower heat 
after about five minutes to a point where the 
fish will cook through without burning the 
outside. This will yequire about twenty min- 
utes or more, according to the thickness of 
the fish. When done, remove to hat platter, 
season with a little parsley butter, and gar- 
nish with some crisp raw vegetable. Slices of 
lemon may be used when the meal does not 
contain other acid fruits or starches.

Sir Patrick galloped to his rescue, carrying 
a letter from King James commanding the 
release of McClellan. Douglas received him 
courteously, but declined to talk about the 
matter until they had dined. He quoted the 
saying, “It's ill talking between a fu’ man and 


a fasting.” 

Sir Patrick having finished eating, Douglas 
assured him he would at once turn his nephew 
over to him. He escorted him to the castle 
court. In it lay a headless corpse, still bleed- 
ing. “There,” said the Earl, “lies your sister's 
son; unfortunately he wants the head; but 
the body is at your service.” ‘ 

McClellan had been executed as his uncle 
dined, The latter kept calm. He was at the 
mercy of Douglas. But when he had mounted 
his horse and gone beyond the gate, he shook 
his fist and shouted back, “My lord, you shall 
pay bitterly for this day's work!” 

Soon King James invited Douglas to confer 
with him at ni | sending a safe-conduct 
eenee by himself, his ministers and all his 
nobles, 

Douglas went, That night he supped with 
the king and a large company, in which his 
own retainers mingled. Afterward James led 
him into an inner chamber in which+ were 
only the Chancellor Crichton, Sir Patrick Gray 
and a few of the privy, councillors.

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CLASSES FOR THE BORED 

1 wag under the impression 
that this was an original idea 
of mine, but a friend tells me 
it has already been put in 
practice somewhere. As an 
advocate of keeping mentally 
fit, I am perforce a mental- 
food dietitian, The mind, no 
more than the body, will kee 
fit if it is not properly fed. 
We have naturaly, and more 
or less rightly, drifted into the 
notion that mental food, like 
a meal, comes in courses— 
courses of study--and if you 
want mind food, go and learn 
something, The years of learn- 
ing are while you are yes 
so you &, to school and learn 
by having somebody teach 
you, 


At bottom this view of men- 
tal food is all wrong. When 
you were a young child you 
had to take eating lessons, but 
now you select your own food, 
follow your tastes, wisely or 
less 80. When I watch people 
ordering luncheons at a “foun- 
tain” in a “drug store,” I think 
some of them still need eating 
lessons, But adults should be 
able to select wisely their own 
mental food. 

The one dominant consid- 
eration is appetite, You must 
have an appetite-—a thirst, if 
you prefer that word—for 
mental nourishment. You have 
curlosity; you want to grow 
mentally, keep up your inter- 
ests, listen to those who have 
cevoted their lives to master- 
ing this subject and that; you 
read and you talk about things 
worth while. 
tal stimulation. We have came 
to call it the too limited 
name of adult education. It is 


All that is men- | 


| 


mental stimulation for mature 
minds. In my opinion, it is 
one of the most important of 
all provisions for keeping 
mentally fit, for making eM- 


| clent citizens. It is democratic 


to the core. 

But there is another motive 
that may be added to it, just 
as legitimate, is less worthy: 
that of avoiding being bored. 
We all talk of shorter hours 
for work to get longer hours 
for something else, and then 
make no provisions, except re- 
creation which is as often dis- 
sipation, for spending the lel- 
sure thus gained, We certain- 
ly need recreation-—lots of it, 
and much of it is in relief 
from being bored, 

I advocate classes for the 
same purpose, T like the name, 
for {t warns those who con- 
duct them of the danger of 
being dull. Dull teachers have 
made learning seem «a bore. 
“Classes for the Bored” adver- 
tises @ program in_ which 
learning is subordinated to in- 
terest. No courses should be 
boresome; if they are infor- 
mative and stimulating and 
enlarge the personality, % 
much the better. This notion 
of entertainment is strangely 
abused. Some entertainments 
are the most boresome per- 
formance imaginable. Wh 
not have classes for the bored, 
admitting the motive frankly? 
It's never the whole motive, 
certainly; and it will not do 
to drive the point too hard, 
Byt if it were generally un- 
derstood that mental food may 
be appetizingly served, we 
should have a new resource 
for spending hours 
profitably.

Tet us begin with the foster mother's 
side of the question. Evidently she does not 


wish the girl to be told that she ts an adopt 
ed child, or else she would have told her s0 
herself In not doing this I think she has 
made a great mistake, because sooner or 
later the girl ts bound to find it out, and 
shen she does she is sure to resent the de- 


‘eption that has been practiced upon her 


A great many people who adopt children keep them tn tgnorance of } 
their birth because they think that the children will love them less if | 
they know they are not their real father and mother, They put their | 
faith in what we call natural affection, which is all bosh. Children feel | 
toward their parents what they are taught to feel. They respect them 
and love them as their father and mother demand love and affection 


from them, 


And, this being the case. an adopted child could easily be taught to love 
and respect its foster parents more than it would its own parents, because 


the element of gratitude would enter into it I'he child could be made to 
feel that it had a peculiar obligation to those who took it when it was a 
homeless little waif and gave it a mother and father’s love and care, 


So, it seems to me the part of wisdom, even from the foster parents’ 
standpoint, to tell an adopted child that it is adopted. But whether this 
is done or not the fact remains that any man and woman who have 
taken a baby and reared it have established the first claim upon it. For 
to bring up a child requires a big outlay in money, and self-sacrifice 
and service 


This woman who took your little baby sister has walked the colle with 
her many a night. She has nursed her through many a childish ailment 
She has stayed at home with her when she would have liked to be gut amus- 
ing herself. She has sewed for her and gone without things she would like 
to have had to buy her pretty frocks. She hes loved her and borne with her 
faults, and her whole happiness is wrapped up in this pretty young girl 
This girl's love is the pay for all of her years and years of devotion, so think 
a long time before you do anything that would defraud her of that. 


Then there Is the girl's side of the question. If she was a foundling 
and the knowledge of her birth could only bring her shame, then I say 
that by all means she should be kept in ignorance of it, but when, as in 
this case, she cpmes of honorable people and has a family who are a 
eredit to her.e it seems cruel for her to be denied the happiness that one 
gets out of blood ties. No relationship in life is sweeter than that which 
can exist between brothers and sisters, because it is almost the only re- 
lationship into which sex jealousy does not enter, 

And, of course, {t is natural that you brothers should have an almost 
romantic love for this little sister that you have not seen since her baby days 
but before you take any steps to gratify th’'s reflect that, after all, she does

ment in regard to the exploita- 
tion of the Kinsella field by Mr. 
Moore of Texas, for the benefit 
of Saskatchewan cities. 

The statement follows: 

“The directors of Northwest- 
ern Utilities contemplate with 
grave apprehension the possibil- 
ity of Edmonton's natural gas 
resource in the Kinsella field be- 
ing diverted to Saskatchewan. 
Should this happen Edmonton 
may find itself without gas In a 
very few years. ‘The situation 
will be explained as briefly as 
possible. 

Big Consumption 

“Up to the present time all the 
gas distributed In Edmonton has 
been withdrawn from the Vik- 
ing field, which originally con- 
tained approximately 60,000,000,- 
000 cubie feet of gas. It was 
brought to Edmonton in 1923, In 
that year 52,000,000 cubic feet 
were used. The annual consump- 
tion has increased until in 1929 
it amounted to 2,650,000,000; in 
1930 the actual and estimated 
consumption will amount to ap- 
proximately —3,000,000,000 cubic 
feet. Altogether there has been 
extracted from this field over 
15,000,000,000 cubic feet—there 
remains extractable not more 
than 45,000,000,000 cubic feet at 
the very outside. 

Consumption Increasing 

“The consumption in Edmon- 
ton will rapidly increase. In Cal- 
gary with a population practic- 
ally the same at that of Edmon- 
ton, there was used in 1929, 5,- 
643,000,000 cubic feet. In_ the) 
coures of the next two or three 
years Edmonton should be using 
as much as Calgary.
